New Law, Effective December Ist, 
Covers Both Men and Women 


Workers; Domestics Exempt 


Governor Earle signed the bill 


enacted by the recent session of | 
the state legislature limiting the | 
work week in Pennsylvania to 44 
hours, effective December 1. | 

Under the bill workers cannot 


be employed longer than eight 
hours a day for five and one-half 


days a week. The bill applies to 
both men and women. | 

The new law exempts domestics, | 
agricultural workers fide 
executives earning or 
more, and persons in the “learned 
professions” who earn $25 a 

more. 

The department of labor and in- 
dustry through the state indus- 
trial board is empowered to make 
exceptions to any regulation that 
imposes an “unnecessary hardship” 
or violates the “intent and purpose 
of the 2et.”’ 

The law also includes provisions 
to give the measure flexibility in 
cases of emergency, where an em- 
ployer can show it is to 
employ the workers the 
statutory limit.

He placed responsibility for the 
lawlessness exhibited in the strikes, | 
which “exacted their toll in human 
life and human suffering,” square- | 
ly on the shoulders of the leaders 
of the committee for industrial or- 
ganization, and held that they alone 
are to blame for the legislation re- 


cently proposed in various states 
to repress trade union organiza- 
tion. 


Text of Green’s Statement

land, Johnstown, Youngstown, 
Canton and other cities are lost. 


That means that the committee for

“The strikes exacted their toll in 
human life and human suffering. 
No one can correctly measure the 
extent of the distress which indiv- 
iduals and whole communities have 
suffered and will suffer. 

“The hosts of labor are truly 
sorry because of the failure of the 
costly experiment and its tragic 
outcome. They regret that thou- 
sands of workers were persuaded 
to sacrifice themselves as victims 
of ill-advised and untimely strikes. 
Resentment and disappointment 
among these workers is*bound to 


follow.

“The CIO was not defeated bx 
cause the small number of victims | 
who participated in the strike 
lacked heroism or courage, but 
simply because the overwhelming | 
majority of the steel workers re- | 
fused to join the CIO and partici-| 
pate in the strike.

For “Uncle Andy” Mellon and 
his family own 58 per cent of the 
Aluminum company of America, 
{which the government claims has 
'an jiron-clad monopoly of the pro- 
duction, smelting and manufactur- 
ing of aluminum. They also own 
63 per cent of Aluminum, Ltd., a 
Canadian holding company, which 
|/owns the capital stock of 36 for- 
| eign corporations, at one time the 
|property of the Aluminum com- 
j pany of America. 

Jackson Reveals Facts

| cently in a New York federal court 
by Robert H. Jackson, brilliant 
young assistant attorney general, 
who is directing the administra- | 
| tion’s legal battle to prove that 
the Mellon outfit is an oppressive 
monopoly and should be broken 
up.
